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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The declaration filed on March 14, 2007 under 37 
CFR 1 .131 has been considered but is ineffective to overcome the Cardwell et a! (USPN 6,895,403) reference. 

The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish diligence from a date prior to the date of reduction to practice of the Cardwell et al 
reference to either a constructive reduction to practice or an actual reduction to practice by Applicant. Where, as here, conception occurs 
prior to the date of the reference, but reduction to practice is afterward, it is not enough to merely allege that Applicant has been diligent. 
MPEP 715.07(a). 

Here, Applicant alleges to have worked diligently from a time prior to October 1 1 , 1999 to reduction to practice of the claimed invention. 
However, while Applicant may allege that conception or reduction to practice occurred prior to the effective date of the reference, actual 
dates of acts relied on to establish diligence must be provided. MPEP 715.07 II. 

The exhibits provided by Applicant are not sufficient to account for the entire period during which diligence is required (i.e., a time prior to 
October 1 1 , 1999 until constructive reduction to practice on June 5, 2000). MPEP 2138.06, The exhibits do not sufficiently cover this 
neariy 8-month period, wherein actual dates are required for the entire period. Specifically, at least January 2000, February 2000 and 
April 2000 are not supported by exhibits providing actual dates. 
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
